JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

From this port we have dates to the 3lst January. The 
outward mail of 27th November had arrived. .The following 
items are from the Japan Herald :— 

‘We have again to report a period of compsrative inactivity 
in public affairs. The consideration of the tariff has occupied 
much of the time both of diplomatists and merchants. The 
Chamber of Commerce has had one well attended meeting, at 
which the subject was discussed, and the feeling of the majority 
was against making the open ports free ports—and in favour 
of fixed duties payable by importers. 

At the meeting of the Chamber it was resolved, that the 
statistics of all exports should be made up from Ist July in 
each year. Under present arrangements, silk and cotton are 
made up from that date, and teafrom Ist June. It will be far 
more useful that ull be from the Ist July. 

On the 24th of January the troops in garrison, assisted by 
a strong body of men from H.B.M.'’s vessel in harbour, were 
exercised in a series‘of operations, and repulse of an enemy 
representing the reception. At nine a.. the combined forces 
assembled in the barrack square on the Pluff, for general 
parade, and marched for Homoco, the village supposed to be 
threatened with attack. On their way thither, about half 
way, @ reserve was posted, the main body taking possession

At the conclusion of the affair, the forces held a 
general pic-nic in the wooded hills, a refreshment well earned by 
their previous exertions.

Dahlgrens, four brass howitzers, three 30 lb. Parrot gums, and 
one 100 1b. Parrot. Her engines are by Murphy and Co. of 
the Fulton Works, New Yor! 2 

On the 27th January, H.LM¥s ship Dupleix left for Naga- 
saki, she had on board as a passenger, Marcus Flowers Esq 
lately Acting British Consul in Yokohama, He remains in 
Nagasaki in a similar position pending the arrival of Captain 
Vyse. 

The Japan Times gives an account of an extensive firo at 
Yedo, in which thirty lives were lost and about 30,000 houses 
destroyed. 








CHINA. 
PEKING, 

Dates are down to about the middle of January. 

Private letters furnish a fow items of Court gossip. Wen Seang 
has left on a visit to his native city, Moukdon, with the avowed 
purpose of bringing his mother to share his new home. His 
venerable parent has, it appears, been lately left alone in the 
world by the premature death of her daughter-in-law who had 
heroically devoted herself to the task of soothing the old lady’s 
declining years. The real reason of Wen Scang’s departure is, 
however, in all probability, the disturbed state of Mongolia, 
Ho left Peking on the 2nd, escorted by a large body of ordi- 
wary native soldiers and 200 of the disciplined troops, 

‘Two mon have been added to the foreiga board. One was 
many years ago Futai of Fukien, but was disgraced for writing 
8 book on the nature and customs of foreigners, in which much 
reliable information was given. He has since then remained in 
retirement, but his recall to public life is a very significant 
proof of the present tendency of thought in the minds uf the 
members of the Government. 

Amateur theatricals were got up at the British Legation, 
when “Slasher and Crasher” and “Whitebait at Greenwich” 
were presented to a well-filled house, As the whole thing was 
started principally for the amusement of the ladies resident in 
Peking, much disappointment was felt at the refusal of the| 
missionaries and their families to encourage any such pastiine. 

National anniversaries are not neglected at the capital. St. 
Andrew’s-day was celebrated in Peking by a dinner at 1.B.M.'s| 
Legation, twelve gentlemen sitting down to an excellent diuner 
under the shelter of the flag which is the emblem of the happy | 
union existing under the British Crown. The room was most | 
tastefully decorated, being hung with flags, banners, &,, the 
cross of the Saint and the Red Lion rampant figuring promi- 
nently on the walls. Mr, Munro Fraser, of the Consular ser- 
vice, late of the Highland Rifle Regiment, occupied} the chair, 
and Mr, Murray the vice-chair. After ample justice had been 
done to the good things under which the table groaned, the | 
cloth was removed, and the health of “The Queen” given with 
due honour. ‘The Chairman then proposed “The Lord 
of the Isles, LLL. the Prince of Wales,” The next toast was !

CHWANG, 

On the 4th December the following notification, calling a 
meeting of the residents, was issued by Mr. Meadows, I1.B.M. 
Consul :— 

©The undersigned begs to inform the foreign community of 
this port that the Commandant of the district called ou him 
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yesterday and made a communication to the following effect : & 
A boly of upwards of 1,000 robbers or rebels has, for som 

months past, infested the northern and north-eastern portion 
of this province, and has there inflicted a series of severe de- 
feats on the Imperial forces sent out againt them. Recently 
they have taken the city of Hing-king, on which occasion the 
chief oivilian and second military officers of the city, with a 
number of the soldiers, were slain. Afterwards, a de- 
tached body about 300 strong entered the city of Fung-hwang, 
situated about 150 miles to the east of this port; and this 
body has since advanced in this direction, being six days ago 
at a place about 100 miles off. Tho Commandant, whilo pro- 
fessing to hold it not very likely that these robbers would ad- 
vance on Ying-tsze, declared at the same time that such a move 
was by no means impossible, and intiaated that the foreigners 
would do well to hold themselves prepared. Under these cir- 
cumstances the undersigned thinks it desirable that the foreign 
community should meet to consult on such measures of defence 
and co-operation as may be best suited to their position and 
means; and ho accordingly hereby calls a meeting for to-morrow 
at 11 a.M., at the court-room of this consulate.” 

The meeting was attended by Mr. Huntington, Vice-Consul 
for the United States, France, and Sweden, Mr. S. Schottler, 
Consul for Prussia and other German States, and by all the 
other male residents of the port who have remained for the 
winter, There were about forty, all counted. 

The latest accounts represent the danger as imminent, and 
much dissatisfaction is expressed that Mr. Wade, the Acting 
Minister at Peking, had refused the Consul’s application for fire- 
arms. 

HANKOW. 

The present mail brings intelligence from this port to the 
29th January, with full details of the movement on that city 
by the Nicufei as well as of a threatened attack by a large 
body of disaffected “ braves.” Tho Hankow Times gives the 
following particulars :— 

On the 20th January the British and French Cousuls were 
suddenly visited by the Taoutai in persons, and informed that 
a body of braves numbcring some 6,000 strong had revolted 








iat Sung-poo. a town about 80 miles off, and wero intending 


to make a descent onjllankow forthwith. The Faoutai entreated 
the Consuls to take instant measures both for the protection of 
the foreign settlement and the aid of the Chinese troops in the 
defence of the Wall. The night passed by in quiet, but with 
the following morning came rumours of advance on the part of 
the braves, which induced the Consuls to meet and concert mea- 
sures for mecting the emergency. The Viceroy of Wouchang also 
considered the position of affairs so grave that he moved a 
large body of troops and gunboats across the river to take up 
their stations on the outer line of defence. On Monday, the 
22nd, there was a talk of compromise, the Viceroy having (it 
was reported) sent offers of pay to the disaffected braves, who 
were no less than eighteen months in arrears! and demanded 
200,000 tacls. Whether the offer was accepted or not is un- 
certain, but t..¢ braves certainly stopped their march at the 
Chch-kow, a stream about twelve miles distant. ‘These events 
naturally gave rise to serious apprehensions on the part of the 
foreign residents, which were strengtheued by the entire absence 
of any naval protection. Hardly had they realised their escape 
from the first danger, before a second appeared in the approach 
of the Nienfei, who were emboldened by the disaffection of 
the braves. Qn the 23rd they burnt Hwang-pe, a town to the 
north-east. of Hankow, and shortly afterwards the larger town 
of Yang-lo was seen to be in flimes; the rebels then took up 
a position encircling Hankow from North to East at a distance 
of 12 to 15 miles, By the following day the French gunboat 
Tardif and LLM. ganboat Algerie had arrived, aud the Volunteer 
Corps hastily re-organised. Guns were landed from the 
ners, and such other means of defence adopted as were 
available, Meanwhile the panic in the native city led to a 
complete exo Il non-combatants ficeing from it to take 
refuge on the other side of the river. On the 27th a recon- 
noitring party from the vine visited Yang-lo, which town 
they found partly destroyed ; but the Nienfei had fallen back 
toa greater distance, and the natives complained more of out- 
rages committed by the braves than of the rebels. On their way 
the reconnvitring party intercepted a band of these rascals who 
were carrying off a numberof women and girls, doubtless 
for the sake of extorting a ransom; these were recaptured 
aul liberate]. The braves were said to be encamped in 
two bodies, an advanced and smalier body at Le-k-a-ke, 
aud the other, or main camp, at Sin-chow. ‘Their 
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exact force could not be ascertained, but the villagers 
asserted that they were known to be without matchlocks, 
guns, or ammunition, and that their only arms were lances and 
swords. The main body, the villagers reported, had not been 
near them, but they were daily visited by stnall mounted parties 
of from four to eight men, who carried off all the sycee, 
women, and clothing, they took afancy to. Tho Mandarins, 
although close at hand with gunboats and troops, had, they 
declared, done nothing for their protection. The reconnoitring 
party had no time to penetrate further, so returned to the gun- 
boat. 

While the troops were thus driven to revolt and plunder by 
withholding their pay, it is said that the treasury of Hankow 
contained at least a million of taels, the claim of the braves 
being less than a third of that sum. The Governor-General 
had issued orders for the payment of this money, or so much 
of it as is usually given (for Chinese troops never receive or 
expect to receive moro than a third of their pay, though, of 
course, the public accounts are charged with the whole) ; yet, 
notwithstanding these orders, the treasurer refused payment, 
alloging that his coffers were empty. Ching Ta Keib, the 
leader of the braves, after much weeping before the Governor- 
General, and praying either to be supplied with their pay, or be 
himself executed at once, actually received from the treasurer 
an order for 20,000 taels, payable after China New Year. 

Private letters dated the 3rd February state that the Nienfei 

. had again advanced to within six miles of Hanukow, and that a 
battle had been fought in which they had defeated the Im- 
Pperialist forces. At the samo time the panic had been in somo 
measure allayed by a rumour that the braves had been pacified 
by a payment, and would return to their allegiance. Mean- 
while the steamers report that for a hundred miles below 
Hankow the banks of the river were crowded with refugees who 
had escaped from. captured towns and villages in the interior. 

We have here given an outline of the alarming story which 
has caused so much apprehension for the safoty of our settle- 
ment at Hankow. On closer inspection of the details it appears, 
however, that the cause of alarm has been unnecessarily exag- 
gerated. The panic was certainly not unnatural ; the populous 
city of Hankow being left without a single soldier for its pro- 
tection, the garrison at Wuchang existing almost exclusively 
on paper, and the few troops that were actually within the city 
being unpaid, undrilled, aud ill-officered, it was but natural for 
the peaceable inhabitants to endeavour to save what they could 
from the anticipated wreck. ‘I'he insurgents, who did not 
perhaps, number more than a few thousand men, were magni- 
fied by their fears into 40,000 ; business was completely sus- 
pended, and every preparation was made to escape on the first 
approach of the Nienfei. The latter probably, in as great a 
state of terror, would retire to the mountains wheu they had 
taken advantago of the revolt of the braves, aud satisfied their 
immediate wants. Aud as regards the braves themselves, 
there was little fear that the pay due to them would 
be long withheld when they adopted such formidable 
measures to redress their wrongs. It will be seen that our 
Hong Kong correspondent considers that the importance of the 
affair has been considerably over-rated ; and in this view he is 
fully borne out by the late telegrams. These, as our readers are 
already aware, announce that the excitement had subsided and 
that the rebel leader had been captured and shot ; while as no 
mention is made of the revolted braves we may reasonably 
suppose that their claims have been satisfied. 

The following notification was issued on the 21st January :— 

The undersigned have been informed .by the Chinese authorities that 
a large body of braves have revolted at Sungpoo, a place distant about 40 
to 50 miles from Hankow, and that there is every probability that these 
men will march upon Hankow within the next two or three days, the un- 
dersigned have been entreated in consequence to concert measures for 
the defence of the settlement in co-operation with the local authoritie: 
They therefore deem it necessary to make known the danger to the com- 
munity, and to notify that they are at this moment occupied in concerting 
plans with the commanders of their Majesties’ gunboats. for the protection 
of as much of the foreign quarter as can be brought within the influence 
‘of the limited means of defence at disposal, 

Asa preliminary measure the undersigned give notice that in the event 
of the disaffected troops approaching 80 near to the walls to occasion im- 
minent danger a signal of two heavy guns, discharged in quick succession, 
will be fired from one of the gunboats, whereupon it is requested that all 
Persons will immediately repair armed to the Club, and endeavours will 
then be made to organise them into a provisional force of co-operation 
for the common goud. At the same signal all ladies and children should 


be conveyed to the British Consulate, where their safety will be duly 
cared for. 

The undersigned are likewise making arrangements for having four or 
six pieces of arullery placed at their disposal for mounting at the most 
available points of defence, and any persons who care to volunteer for 
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serving the pieces are invited to send in their names at once, eo that they 
may be somewhat drilled to the use thereof as quickly as po-sible. 

It is earnestly hoped that what danger thure nay be may disappear in 
the course of the week, either in consequenc of the precautionary 
measures now being adopted, or of some compromise being entered into 
between the authorities and the braves, or of their finding it to their 
interest to move in some other direction. But meanwhile it is indigputable 
that some precautionary measures need to be taken, and shou:d the event 
prove that they are not called for by the present emerzency, they will be 
of service in case of future alarms from the Ni who are likewise re- 
ported to be not very far distant.—P. Danny, French Consul, W.

The somewhat extensive 
the opposite bank is filled with rifi-raff, who will stick at nothing 
to get money wherewith to enjoy themselves at New Year time, 
and doubtless many of them find their way to the Chin-kiang 
side. Tho local officials are working away perseveringly at the 
creek, which they are endeavouring to open to the west of the 
foreign settlement, as an anchorage for junks and other small 
craft. ‘They are apparently concentrating their euergies on the 
work this winter, as no attempt has a3 yet been made to clear 
out the branch of the Grand Canal which skirts the west walls 
of the city. We understand that the Catholic tissionaries are 
thinking of forming an establishment at Chin-kiang at an early 
date. Everything is excessively dull, as is to be expected in 
such a place at this time of the ycar. Weather fine, but cold.

The dates are down to tho morning of the 9th, The 
P. and O, mail of 10th Decomber arrived out on the 31st of 
January, and the French mail of 17th on the Gth February. 

The following details of the imprisonment of the members 
of the French Municipal Council is from the Vorth Ching 
Herald. No doubt the next mail will bring us the result of the, 
meeting of the 9th February, by which we can better judgo of 
the meaning of this extraordinary affair. 

In the case of the Members of the Provisional Commission 
versus the Members of the late French Municipal Council, peti- 
tion to enforce the delivery by the defendants of certain accounts 
and documents necessary to the well-being of the Municipality, 
which was opened on the 26th ult., before M. le Vete. Brenier 
de Montmorand, and Messrs. Phillippe and Maignan, Assessors, 
the defendants protested against the legality of tue proceedings 
on the following grounds :— 

1, Because the names and residences of the plaintiffs were not men- 
tioned in the summons. 

2. Because the Consul General and one of the assessors were inte- 
rested parties, 

3. Because by French law all disputes between Consuls and their 
nationals must be decided in France. 

The objections having been put in writing, the Court retired 
to deliberate upon them, and after a long consultation returned 
and declared’ their intention to decline to entertiin the protest 
of the defendants, The defendants having refused to answer 
before a tribunal which they believed to be incompetent, the 
proceedings were resumed. Mr, Ortmans read the correspond- 
ence which took place between the provisional commission and 
Mr. Schmidt, late treasurer, relative to the delivery of the docu- 
ments in his possession which are absolutely indispensable to 
the working of the settlement, inasmuch as the accounts ren- 
dered by the Chinese, principally in the matter of the new bund, 
cannot be audited,and the Chinese refuse to work untii theirclaims 
are settled. ‘The defendants having refused to reply, the Con- 
sul General announced that judgment would be given in eight 
days. Accordingly, on the 2nd Februai 
livered to the following effect :—Messrs. ‘ 
and Baron were ordered to give up to the Provisional Com- 
mittee all documents and accounts in their possession bearing 
on the interests of the French Concession, and these docu- 
ments, &., when so delivered were to be vriticd by Mr. 
Ortmans, This was to be done within 24 hours, under pain 
of forcible possession being taken of the pavers in dispute. 
‘The question of damages incurred throuzi: the detention of 
these papers was allowed to remain in abeyance subject to the 
decision of arbitrators to be subsequently ected. _Mean- 
while Messrs, Meynard, Schmidt and Baron were required to 
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give joint personal security to thejamouut of 10,0U0 francs 
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for the fulfilment of the decree, , failing which “they were to be 
arrested and imprisoned. Further the Court inflicted a fine of 
6500 francs with costs, subject to increase by the Home Govern- 
ment, should it be deemed advisable by it to pursue the 
matter as a criminal action. On the delivery of the judgment, 
M. Meynard, in the name of himself and his colleagues, 
voluntarily surrendered himself a prisoner, and with Messrs. 
Schmidt and Baron was removed to the Municipal prison, where 
they remained until the 6th Feb, On that day they signified 
their readiness to give the security required, and were released. 
A meeting has been summoned for the 9th, when the members 
of the late Council will submit their accounts to the Consul 
General and to such of the longest established merchants as 
may be interested in the matter. 

A mecting of land renters was held at Hankow, when 
Messrs. Hutchison, Ballauce, and Higson were elected to the 
office of municipal councillors for the ensuing year.

HONG KONG. 

The P. and O. mails of 26th Dec. arrived out on the 7th 
Feb. The dates are now down to the 15th Feb. 

‘The following accounts form the piracy items by this mail :— 
On the 2nd February the Hamburg schooner Chin Chin left for 
Tientsin, and bad got so far on her passage as to have been able 
to beat out through the Lye-moon Pass, where she had only 
light winds, so that at 7 p.m, on the 3rd she had only got off 
Pootoy. She then saw a heavily armed junk, that hud been in 


* company some time before, tack and stand towards her ; think- 


ing it rather suspicious she at once cleared for action, and, when 


“the junk got within range, commenced firingon her with herthree 


guns ; many shots struck the junk, but she still continued to gain 
‘on the schooner, and at last, after about half an hour's firing, 
the junk boarded her, throwing stinkpots, &¢., about the deck. 
The captain then finding he could no longer resist such superior 
edds, ordered all his crew to follow him and take to the foretop 
out of the way ; all did so except one man, who got frightened, 
and jumped overboard with a life-buoy to save himself ; when 
the pirates commenced firing on them in the top, wounding one 
man. They ordered them to come down and point out three 
boxes of treasure they knew were on board, whick of course 
captain and crew declined doing. They then commenced to 
ransack the vessel, taking or destroying nearly everything of 
value, and after remaining on board nearly three hours, and 
‘having satisfied themselves with all they wanted in the shape 





+ of eatables and drinkables, they took their departure. The 


captain then shaped his course for Hong Kong, where he arrived 
on the 4th, Another schooner for whom we have fears is the 
Johann Anton, which left the same time as the Chin Chin, but 
from her being a faster sailer we trust she may have escaped 
these pests, who seem almost inclined to come and take ships 


» out of the harbour itself, and from under the eyes of our gun- 


boats which are lying there. 

The Nuevo Lepanto, going over to Macao, was captured on 
the 5th Feb. ; crew escaped. On the 2nd Messrs. Laue, Craw- 
ford, and Co.’s water-boat was attacked while at anchor off the 
Mint, but the pirates were beaten off. 

The Opossum gunboat arrived at Macao this morning, having 
returned from a visit toa pirate village called Paksui, She 
therefell in with fifteen piratical junks, to which she gave chase, 
‘They made towards the shore, and the crew escaped, the junks, 
guns, &c., Leiug captured and entirely destroyed, She also dis- 
maautled the fort at Paksui, aud burnt the village. During the 
conduct of this operation forty mandarin junks were in sight, 








who offered no assistance ‘whatever to Lieut. St. John ; but om on 
his having completed his work they gallantly advanced, and 
their crews took whatever had escaped the attention of the 
Opossum’s crew. 

While endeavouring to set fire to one of the junks a train 
laid by tho pirates blew up, and we regret {to say that 
the gunner and a boy were seriously injured acd a private 
marine and two seamen were also hurt. Mr. Thomas, the 
gunner, is hardly expected to recover.

The screw transport Orontes is to leave Hong Kong with 
invalids and time-expired soldiers and sailors on the 17th Feb, 
calling at Singapore, Mauritius, the Cape, Ascension, and 
Madeira, and expected to arrive at Portsmouth in May. 

It is reported that orders had been received from the War 
Office to send the remains of the 11th Regt. to Japan, and the 
20th Regt. to Calcutta. From Amoy we lIcarn that H. M. 
Consul, accompanied by an officer from the Scyl/a, had gone in 
person to demand the surrender of a Singapore Chinese—a 
British subject—who had been seized by the native autho- 
tities. Mr, Pedder’s well known character for determination 
had its effect, and after a good deal of finessing the man was 
given up. 

The Hong Kong athletic sports came off on the race course 
on the 10th February. The prizes were well contested, and 
the whole affair was spirited and successful, The band of the 
Hong Kong volunteers was in attendance. 

On the 7th February a review took place at Canton of the 
Chinese and Tartar troops which have been drilled as infantry 
and artillery for upwards of three years past by British officers, 
About 400 picked men of the Tartar garrison have been in- 
structed in the Artillery exercise, and some 600 of the Chinese 
force have been drilled in the use of the musket and insimple in- 
fantry manq@uvres. The inspection took place, at the especial 
desire of the Governor General, who manifests a strong interest 
in the efficiency of these troops, They were drawn up under 
the command respectively of Lieut. Stewart, R.A, and Lieut. 
Dunn, H.M.’s 9th Regiment, who have continued the work of 
instruction which was commenced and carried on until the be- 
ginning of last year by Lieut. Ellaby, R.A., and several officers 
of the 99th Regiment. The Tartar Artillery at once attracted 
attention by their superior size and more soldierly bearing, no 
less than by the diversity of their uniforms. The Chinese troops, 
on the other hand, might at a distance be mistaken for Sepoys, 
their dress consisting of red jackets turned up with white, with 
light leggings worn knicknerbocker fashion. Their head-dress 
is the ordinary conical bamboo hat, which is perhaps as light 
and sensiblo a covering as could be devised. The higher 
officials occupied seats of honour together with Her Majesty’s 
Consul, D. B. Robertson, Esq., C.B., and Mr. Mayers, H.M.’s 
Acting Vice-Consul. A general salute having been given by 
the troops in line, a march past succeeded, after which some 
artillery manceuvres were executed by the battery, comprising 
six field-pieces and served by some seventy officers and 
men, Thirty rounds of solid shot were next fired at a range 
of five hundred yards, with an accuracy which surprised all 
spectators. The firing was succeeded by some infantry evo~ 
lutions, the most prominent among which were forming square 
and throwing out skirmishers. The latter mancuvre at- 
tracted the special attention of the Chinese magnates, who 
were also much impressed with the bayonet exercise. 

The first ordinary general meeting of the Hong Kong and 
Shavghai Banking Company was held on the 15th Febuary ; 
the Hon. F. Chomley in the chair, The report presented by the 
directors showed that during the eight months in which active 








operations had been carried on,a net profit amounting to 
$225,056 had been realised. Out of this it was proposed to de- 
clareadividend at the rate of 8 percent., which would absorb 
$133,200, and to carry $33,300 to the reserve fund, which would 
leave a balance of $12,281 to be carried forward to the 
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next half-year. The report further recommended aa iucrease 
of capital, the business of the Bank having increased to such 
an extent as to necessitate it. Not being able to register the 
Company as a “limited” one under the local ordinance, the 
directors had applied to Government for a charter, and had 
received a reply to the effect that such would be acceded on the 
‘basis as the charter of the Asiatic Banking Corporation. The 
Report was unanimously adopted, and the meeting concluded 
avith the usual votes of thanks. 


The following items were omitted from our last :— 


The rivalry between Messrs. Russell and Co. (American) 
wand the Hong Kong and Canton Steam Company (British) 
continues. It appears that the Consul at Canton has obtained 
the privilege for the company of calling at Chun-pee to land 
“passengers and cargo. 

The finding in the case of the mutiny on board the coolie 
ship Pride of the Ganges has been published. Full details of 
sthe affair wore given in our issue of the 27th ultimo, and it 
-will be remembered that the Court adjourned without giving 
any decision. In reviewing the evidence the Court expresses 
surprise that the insubordination among the passengers while 
at Whampoa was not made known to the Consul. It is of 
opinion that the rice supplied to the coolies was of inferior 
quality, and suggests that in all coolie ships the crew should 
ibe quartered aft, and the Chinese not allowed access to the 
quarter deck. We do not see any notice of the customs’ 
steamer Hai-ching starting again for Hainan to seek informa- 
tion regarding the coolies. 

A meeting of the Legislative Council was held on the 22nd 
January. Present :— 

His Excel'ency the Acting Governor, the Acting Chief Justice, the 
Acting Attorney-General, the Acting Colonial Secretary, the Colonial 
“Treasurer, the Auditor-General, the Hon. Thomas Sutherland, the Hon. 
Francis Chomley, the Hon. the Judge of the Summary Jurisdiction 
Court, the Hon. James Whittal. 

His Excellency the Acting Governor said that certain ordinances that 
had been past last year by the Council had been sent to the Home Govern- 
ment for ratification, and a reply bad been received from the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, pointing out that in some of the clauses enacted 
the Legislative Council of this Colony bad exceeded its powers; and ex- 
resting ‘8 wish that the errors might be amended in order to permit of 

jim (the Secretary of the Colonies) laying the above named ordinances 

before the Queen for her approval, ‘The despatch of the Secretary for the 

Colonies pointed out that it was not competent for the local Legislature, to 

give a criminal character to acts which were not considered criminal in the 

»Jorisprudence of the mother country. ‘The word ‘elsewhere ” was also ob- 
a 





josted to ax of the ordinance for the punishment of bigamy ; the local 
Legislature baving only to deal with offences committed within its own 
jurisdiction. In regard to this question the Secretary for the Colonies 


Teferred to a correspondence between the Home Government and the 
Governor of New Brunswick, as embodying the views of the Home 
Government upon that subject. The Secretary of State approves of the 
vextenaion of the punishment of flogging, and of solitary confinement to 
certain offences; but recommends that in no case shall the number of 
strokes administered at one time exceed forty, and that the solitary con- 
finement shall not exceed one month at a time or three months within the 
i= ‘An ordinance therefore to amend the 4th, 5th and 7th of 1865 had 

drafted, expunging such clauses as had been found objectionable by 
the Colonial Secretary ; and his Excellency the Acting Governor now 
eooved that such draft be read a first time. ye motion was passed unani- 
mously. 

After some inaudible remarks made by the Auditor General and the 
-Acting Chief Justice, 

‘The Colonial Treasurer asked if any communication had been received 
from the Home Government relative to the limited liability ordinance? 
His Excellency said he believed that there had not ; but that subject was 
not before the Council, and that the hon, member was not in order in in- 
roducing it. 

‘The Colonial Treasurer said that he was not amare that he was out of 
-order; and asked if there had been any communication received from the 
Home Government on the subject of the rendition of certain Chinese 
subjects? 

His Excellency said the Council had been convened for a special pur- 
pote and foreign matter could not be introduced. It belonged to the 
‘Governor tof initiate motions. 

The Colo ‘Treasurer said that he had not introduced any motion’ 
and was not aware that in asking = question he was going against the 
standing orders, Before the Council adjourned he would beg to ask, as 
-@ matter of great public interest, whether the standard of weight and 
port. for the new dollar had been fixed, and if so at what? His Excel- 

Jency said that all those particulars were to be found in the printed 
correspondence, The Colonial Treasurer said that it did not appear 
from the printed eorrespondence what the weight and standard of purity of 
the new dollar was to be. He had asked the question, and could not 
seply to it. 

‘His Excellency said that he was under the impression that the standard 
dad been fixed at 10 per cent. alloy, and that he had already answered 

estions to that effect, thinking that the matter had been already settled. 

iis Excellency further remarked that he was anxious that the draft of the 
amended ordinance should be forwarded home by the next mail ; and this

The British ship Agincourt has been despatched to England 














with a further instalment, consisting of about 150 invalids, 
from the unfortunate 9th and 11th Regiments. The following, 
from the Daily Press, is a compact history of the gross mis- 
management which has caused the mortality now engaging the 
attention of members of Parliament and others. 

It appears that the Qnd battalion 9th Regiment landed here, in 
February last, some 839 non-commissioned officers and men, forty- 
seven women, and seventy-seven children. The last official return of the 
strength of the same regiment gives but 636 non-commissioned officers 





and men, fourteen women, and eighteen children, which are accounted 
for as follows :—

Leaving such a falling off to speak for itself, let us look at the 2nd bat-

In other words, that regiment has lost forty-two per cent, of its entire 
number in less than nine months in the colony ! 

The Royal Artillery and Engineers have also suffered, but little, in 
comparison with the rest, as they are almost all exempted from night duty. 
‘The general total of losses in thia garrison may be eslimated from two re- 
turns, one dated Ist June 1865, number of effective men 1,778—sick 93 ; 
Ist January 1866, number of effective men 1,098—sick 218. Showin, 
thus a decrease in the effective of men 685—to which must be adde 
those invalids who bave since departedjin the Agincourt, viz. : 182 non- 
commissioned officers and men besides women and children. 

Perbaps Mr, Gladstone forgot for the moment that Her Majesty’s ser- 
vice is not limited to the duties of the household brigade, and that the 
British army has work to do outside the railings of St. James's Park. A 
servant should always be worthy of his hire, and to enable a man to live 
‘out here he requires a certain amount of comfort which would be con- 
sidered unnecessary in many other places. Merchants find themselves 
actually obliged to pay their clerks at a higher rate than the country pays 
a colonel of thirty years’ standing. 

(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hoya Kona, Feb. 14, 1866. 

We are on the verge here of the Chinese New Year's holi- 
days, and already business is well-nigh suspended and the air 
is sulphurous with the discharge of fire-crackers and artillery, 
in which, with a strange license our native population is 
allowed to indulge to the inconvenience and irritation of Euro- 
pean ears and noses. One of the many strong points of resem- 
blance between Yankees and Chinese is the fondness for noisy 
fireworks. The only nationel holiday that could surpass in inanity 
and unmeaningness the Chinese saturnalia at the New Year is 
the celebration of the Fourth of July in New York. As usual, 
and perhaps even more than usual, Hong Kong has been inun- 
dated with bad characters frum Canton, and robberies are of 
hourly occurrence. The latest eveut of the kind reported is 
the abstraction of some brass machinery from the Mint, the 
loss of which will, it is said, seriously delay the commencement, 
of coining operations. It is a pity that Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment, in place of occupying their philosophic minds with 
schemes for the revision of the Chinese penal code, as regards 
the punishment of pirates who may bo captured and handed 
over to their own authorities, do not devote a little investiga- 
tion to the method of securing safety for life and property to 
residents in this colony. Failing any efficiency in the present 
police system, the respectable portion of the Chinese inhabit- 
ants have recently applied for and obtained permission to 
maintain a body of native constables at their own expense, 

T hear from Canton that one of the coolie emigrants of the 
Pride of the Ganges, the mutiny on board which I mentioned. 
in my last, has been found by the authorities and examined as 
to the particulars of the affair. His statement has not yet 
been made public, but I learn that it implicates barely twenty- 
five of the coolies (out of 300) in the lamentable affair by which 
the captain and overseer lost their lives. Six ringleaders are 
mentioned as having originated the rising, having gone about 
among the remaining coolies, already discontented with the in- 
ferior quality of rice served out to them, and stated that a large 
quantity of dollars were on board, and enlisted volunteers for 
the scheme of taking the ship. The small body who were in» 
duced to put their names down for the attempt appear to have 
thoroughly intimidated the rest, who looked on passively, 
Chinese-like, and doubtless took part in the plunder of the 
vessel after the bolder spirits had initiated the undertaking. 
This only throws a stronger light on the utter lack of caution 
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prevailing on the unfortunate captain's part. So small a body 
of mutiveers would never have ventured upon the murderous 
outrage they committed had they not had every reason to feel con- 
fident of success. On the whole, however, it is remarkable that 
not a single disaster of any kind but this has attended the opera- 
tions of the Emigration Agency at Canton, which has despatched 
since 1859 some 9,000 Chinese coolies to Demerara, with perfect 
aafety and success. Apart from the high character of the 
managing agents, the regulations originally devised by the allied 
commissioners during the occupation of the city, and subse- 
quently continued by the Chinese authorities, preclude any 
irregularity in the engagement of emigrants. This, of course, 
must be understood by the British Emigration Agency. The 
Franco-Spanish houses opened last year at Canton under the 
violent pressure of the French Consul are the subjects of very 
ugly stories. 

News, apparently somewhat highly coloured, reaches us from 
Hankow with reference to an alleged mutiny of Imperial braves 
on account of arrears of pay, and also to the near approach of 
an army of Nienfei, Experience has however shown that, as a 
rule, these paroxysms of panic usually end in the payment of 
the mutinying troops, and in the retirement of the Nienfei 
hosts, which, as a rule, are mere aggregations of highwaymen 
bands, armed only with swords and spears, and quite inca- 
pable of making an impression on walled places, however weakly 
defended. 

In the Canton Province rebel matters still continue much as 
they were at the date of my last. The band under the K’ang 
‘Wang still occupy the city of Kis-ying-chow, around which the 
Imperial troops are supposed to be gradually closing. The 
Governor of the province is about to proceed to the spot, taking 
with him some of the troops|which have been drilled by British 
officers at Canton. Led only by native commanders, however, 
it is not likely that these troops will perform many prodigies. 





SIAM. 

The following Royal proclamation has been issued at Siam, 
from which it would seem likely that the office of Second King 
will not be continued :— 

Whereas since the Anno Christi 1851. There were two 
Kings exalted in Siam; one was the Supreme, the other 
being his Subordinate. The foreigners called and addressed the 
former “ First King,” or “ Major King,” or “ Senior King of 
Siam,” and sometimes “Supreme King of Siam,” but certain 
parties or individuals called and addressed him invariably as 
the “ King of Siam,” but they called and addressed the latter 
sometimes the “Vice King,” sometimes “Minor King,” and 
sometimes “ Junior King,” but generally called and addressed 
“the Second King of Sinm,” during the last 15 years, and 
whereas now the latter was deceased on the 7th January, Anno 
Christi 1866. There is only the former remaining, one King 
of Siam governing and presiding over both departments of 
the Royal duties of Siam as sole Ruler. 

It is now proclaimed there, that the aforesaid remaining sole 
King of Siam shall not be called and addressed the “ First 
King,” or “ Major King,” or Senior King.” Moreover, he shall 
be called and addressed invariably, “the King of Siam or Su- 
preme King of Siam,” without respect to the other as his 
Second or Minor or Junior, as there is none yet exalted in place 
of the Subordinate King just deceased. 





STRAITS OF MALACCA, 
SINGAPORE, 

Dates are down to the 22nd Feb. The P. and O. steamer 
with the mails of 10th Jan, arrived on the 12th Feb., and the 
French mail of the 17th on the 21st Feb. 

Colonel Cavenagh, the Governor, still continues at Malacca, 
but is expected to return in the course of a week or ten days. 
Sir Richard McCausland, recorder, will leave this for Malacca 
in a few days, to hold his last session at that place; in the 
meantime, a demonstration of some significance has been raised 
at Siugapore in favour of the retiring Judge, and it has been 
resolved to commemorate his long and able services in a public 
way. A deputation for this purpose waited upon Sir Richard 
two days ago, and it was resolved that the demonstration 
should have effect in a public dinuer, 

The §M.J. steamer Cupitole, Captain Champenois, from 
Marseilles, has arrived, She is intended to supply the place of 
the M.I. steamer Hydaspe, on the Batavia line’ H: M.’s 
steamer Coguette, Commander Roe, ifrom Siam, returned to 
Singapore on the 14th February, 


The following items were shut out of our last :— 

The forty-seveuth anniversary of the foundation of the settle- 
ment was passed over two days ago. In 18]9, on the 6th 
February, Sir Staroford Raffles first obtained a footing on the 
island, and siuce then its material prosperity has heen gradually 
progressive. How much of this prosperity has been due to its 
tnarvellously advantageous geographical position, aud how much 
to,the nature of its past government, it is at present impossible 
to'say. It is not unlikely, however, from all we can learn, that 
ere long we shall have it in our power to compare the old system 
with a new one, and thus determine whether the expressed 
desire of the English residents to obtain a separation from the 
Government of India has been justified or not. By last mail, 
news of a more than ordinarily definite nature was received, 
that the Imperial Government had decided upon the transfer of 
the settlement to the Colonial Office. This change has been 
long anticipated and long desired, and we think that it will 
tend very much to continue, if not to hasten, tne progress of 
our prosperity. The patriarchal and non-rupresentative form of 
government under which the island has up to the present time 
remained, though well suited to its earlier development, is not 
calculated to further it beyond a certain poit, and this has 
already been felt, to the extent that the trausfer will be wel- 
comed by all who interest themselves in its political concerns, 

The Governor left for Malacca two days ago upon his annual 
visit ; the precise duration of his absence is not known. The 
Recorder, with the Court establishment, proceeds to Malacca 
in a few days, to conduct the first Criminal Session of the year 
there. 

The first Australian mail by way of Torres Straits reached 
this by the Batavia mail steamer on the 6th, and will be con- 
veyed to England by the present opportunity. Great success 
is expected of this line.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorrerpam, March 23, 

The most important Parliamentary fact, before the Easter 
recess, was that Mr. Thorbecke entered again the House and 
took his seat for Groningen, He was much cheered both from 
the Opposition as well as from the Liberal benches. There 
was general enthusiasm amongst the members of Parliament, 
and every one was eager to congratulate him, ‘The business 
of the last few days was, of course, not of much interest, the dis- 
cussion about the cattle plague excepted. The Miuister of the 
Homo Department again asked a credit of 200,000f. for this 
purpose, and consequently every one had to say something 
thereabouts. But in spite of the measures taken by the Govern- 
ment, and all the talking of the members of Parliament, the 
plague spreads more and more. 

‘The First Chamber of the States-General will mect on tho 
4th of April, to approve the Bills wich are voted in the Second 
Chamber. 

The financial condition of our’trade here is very bad, and a 
crisis is feared. Several houses, especially in the tobacco trade, 
suspended payment; amongst the most important houses 
appear Bergsmans Brothers (with 250,000f,), aud Terpstra 
(with 200,000f). The failure of PC. Starckenborg van Straten: 
at Amsterdam was also made known to-day. Tho fact that the 
house of W. van Dorp (distillers) here had also stopped payment 
has created much sensation ; it was one of the oldest and most 
respectable firms in that branch. 

From the 14th to 19th of April a monster flower-show will 
be held at Amsterdam, in the Crystal Palace. Tho capital will 
be visited by the King in May next, when their Majesties in- 
tend making a further trip to Friesland.

RUSSIA, GERMANY, éc. 
(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hamburc, March 23, 

Great excitement bas been created at St. Petersburg by the 
discovery of one of those inysterious links between the present 
and the past in the shape of a full-grown Mammoth, not petri- 
fied into rock, but imbedied in the ice, and in as perfect a state 
as when the animal died, though many centuries have elapsed 
since then, for the race has long been extinct. Hitherto, there 
have becn but two specimens discovered, the first by our fellow- 
countryman Mr, Adams, who accompanicd Count Golowkin on 
his mission to China in 1506 in the capacity of a savant, and 
on his return overiand through Siberia heard by chauce that an 
unknown animal of gigantic proportions had been discovered 
by some of the nomadic tribe of the Tungoose at the mouth of 
the Lena. Ile contrived to obtain the skeleton, though by no 
means in a perfect condition and sent it to St. Petersburg, 
where it is uow exhibited in the Zoological Museum of the 
Imperial Academy of Sciences. When first discovered the 
meat of the animal was so well preserved by the ice, that when 
thawd it was grecdily devoured by the wolves, wild dogs, and 
other beasts of prey. ‘Ihe second exemplar was found on the 
banks of the lake, near the great Bay, in 1839, into which the 
River Jenissei falls, and was brought to Moscow in 1849, and 
placed in the museum of that city. 

As the truth of the new discovery has been fully conSrmed 
the Emperor, hy decree of the 2th of February, ordered a 
scientific expedition to be organised, to examine the body of the 
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animal on the spot, and take measures to have it transported 
toSt. Petersburg, though the distance is as great os from St. 
Petersburg to Madrid, as the exact locality is on the banks of the 
Bay of Tas or Tasow, lying west of the mouth of the Jenissei,, 
and east of the meridian of Nova Zembla. Mr. Schmidt, M.A, of 
the University of St. Petersburg, is appointed to command the 
expedition. “his gentleman is favourably known to the public 
by his geological researches in various parts, as well as by the 
travels be made in the Amoor country aud his discoveries in the 
Island of Sachalin at the expense of the Russian Geogra- 
phical Society a few years ago. He will be accompanied 
by a sufficient staff of assistants, among whom is 
one of the Preparstors of Animuls in the service 
of the Zoological Muscum. ‘The commission appointed by 
the Emperor to make all the arrangements for the expedi- 
tion consists of the Academicians, Messrs. F, von Brandt, von 
Baer, G. P. von Helmersen, and L,J. von Schrenck, whose 
names alone are a sufficient guarantee that the instructions 
they have drawn up for the guidance of Mr. Schmidt will be 
as perfect as possible. According to the preseut arrangements 
the expedition will start on the 22nd inst., in order to travel 
by sledges as far as Dudinskoye, aud thence continue their 
journey to the Tundra, 

he first intelligence of this wonderful discovery was oon- 
veyed to Germany in a letter from the celebrated Arctic travel- 
Jer and Academician Herr von Middendorf to Dr. Petermann 
of Gotha, and the latter gentleman considers this a proof 
of the mildness of the winter in the high latitudes, and thinks 
it a good prognostic for the German Arctic exploring expedition, 
which is to starts early in the spring as is commensurate 
with the safety of the ships and crews, without over hurrying 
the preparations. 

The Oldenburg Eastern Ship Company, now in course 0» 
winding up and liquidating its affairs, is understood to have’ 
lost no less than 250,000 dollars during the few years of its 
existence, There is, however, sufficient left not ‘only to pay 
off all outstanding claims, but to make a trifling return to the 
shareholders. 

The Senate of Hamburg, in conjunction with the Senates of 
Lubeck and Bremen, have appointed Mr, James Milisch to be 
Hanseatic Consul at Tam-Sug, on the Island of Formosa, 

Owing to the threatening aspect of the quarrel between 
Austria and Prussia, which, unless some peaceable solution be 
found, may easily lead to hostilities between thoso two coun- 
tries, it is understood that the Austrian expedition to the Far 
Fast is given up for the present, aud postponed till a more 
favourable conjuncture. In the meantime the corvette Arch- 
duke Frederick, Captain Wiplinger, that was to have taken part 
in it and rendezvoued with the Sckwartzenberg at Singapore, 
left Kiel—where she has passed the winter—for Bremerhaven, 
at the mouth of the Weser, where she will be docked and 
thoroughly overhauled, so as to be prepared for any emergency. 
As Kicl is now the head quarters of the Prussian navy, it was 
nothing more than prudent to remove the corvette to a neutral 
port; for in the event of hostilities she would have been in- 
fallibly caught as in a trap, had she remained at Kiel. 

COMMERCIAL. 

Corrrs.—Market unaltered, firm at late advance. The large deliveries 
daily begin to tell on the stocks in warehouse, and have produced a lively 
demand, which justifies holders in requiring higher prices. The firm 
attitude of the market is further increased by the result of the sales in 
Holland, and favourable advices from the Brazils. Sales, 12,000 bags. 

Sucan.—Raw continues calm. and prices depressed, with but trifling 
demand. Of Refined 10,000 loaves were taken at last week's quotations. 

Ricr.— After a long period of calm a considerable demand has sprung 
up, and a good deal of business has been done at full prices. Our assort- 
ment of the most current descriptions is very poor, or the sales would have 
been of far more importance. 

Srice.—Cassia lignea is again in favour, but not higher ; 4,000 chests 
were sold for delivery on arrival at previous rates.

‘very fact of the great variations, through-scarcity or otherwise, in the value 
of the coin of authorised currency at present shows how advantageous it 
is to have, as currency, a coin at all times procurable at a fixed premium 
(viz, Mint charges), or its intrinsic value in bullion. When foreigners re- 
tired from Canton to Macao at the time of the Elliot war, the currency for 
foreign trade consisted of “chopped ” pillar dollars; and, owing to the 
Chinese hoarding these, the foreign merchants were much inconvenienced 
to meet engagements contracted in that currency, although poseessed of 
ample means io Sycee silver and Mexican dollars. Mexican dollars were 
then at a considerable discount, and their ever becoming the currency was 
Tooked upon as unlikely to take place. They have since become the cur- 
rency, yet in times of scarcity the perfect coin obtains a considerable pre- 
mium on the same coin when classed as a chopped dollar and current only 
by weight. If the Empire of Mexico become a reality the present re- 
publican dollar must of necessity cease to be coined ; and unless a subs 
tute be soon provided there will be a recurrence of former monetary dis- 
turbances, The British dollar will become the substitute, and, with a 
mint at Hong Kong, any possible demand for the coin can be met. The 
cost of placing the dollar in China for produce purchases, now a matter of 
‘uncertainty to those who do not wish to speculate in exchanges, wiil no 
no longer be an uncertain item in their calculation. 
Although approving of the establishment of a mint, I cannot but ex- 
my regret that it has been decided to have the likeness of the reigning 
Bovereign on the coin, It would have been better to have had some de- 
‘vice not requiring change on the accession of a new ruler—say the Royal

In the first place, [ would remark that, although the dividend 
earned and paid is not so large as that of last year, nor as I fear so large 
as some of our friends expected, still it cannot but be considered, in 
what I would term a legitimate banking point of view, a handsome on 
aad I thirk that the shareholders have good reason to be sal 
the amount resulting from the operations of a year which has proved 
20 disastrous to many commercial establishments, both at home aud abroad, 
‘occasioning at times, as you may well imagine, considerable anxie 
the part of your directors, (Hear, hear.) A year, too, which has been by 
0 meavs propitious for banking in, and more especially for cacrying on 
exchange transactions with, those countries with which we are must inti- 
mately connected ; owing not so much to the dearness of money ruling on 
this side (which of course had some effect), but to the constant fluctuations 
in its value, evinced by the fact that the Bank of England rate has been 
altered no less than 16 times during the period embraced in this report, 
and now under review. (Hear, hear.) We will be: aceullected that ae ue 
last general meeting I took occasion to refer to the then very unsatisfactory 
and unsettled state of monetary and commercial affairs in almost every 
direction, but more particularly in China and Bombay. [ stated on that 
occasion that wo had no reason to anticipate any loss from our 
transactions in China. Contrary, however, to our anticipations, firms of 
Bigh pos ion and long standing, in whom we had every conlidence, col- 
lapsed ; our instructions in some instances were not attended to, and loss 
accrued. To add to this unpleasant state of alfairs, we bad the mi 
fortune to lose our manager, Mr. Henry Noble, at Hung Kong, a gentleman 
highly esteemed by us, who was drowned in a voyage to Foochow, under- 
taken for the benefit of his health. This melancholy news was communi- 
cated without delay by telegram to Calcutta, and fortunately Mr. Barnes, 
‘our inspector of branches, who was then at Bombay on his way home to 
Teport, at once, with that promptitude and decision which he has always 
evinced in the service of the bank, proceeded to Hong Kong, and there 
assumed the management, which he retained until satisfactory arrangements 
‘were made for the conduct of all our affairs in China. We trust that the 
ordeal through which China has passed will lead to a sound description of 
Dusiness, where the field is large, and ought, under good ianugement, to 
prove remunerative. (Hear, bear.) 

In Bombay, on the other hand, there had been an extent of speculation, 
or, more properly speaking, gambling. almost unprecedented, in schemes 
for the reclamation of land from the sea, and in fuct tor every couceivable 
purpose, which soon terminated, as you were led to expect, in a total 
collapse and panic, reducing mauy who but a short time previous 
sidered themselves possessed of great wealth to utter ruin and be; 
mentioned at the last meeting that this bank had not only kept entir 
from such business, but that, owing to the very serivus aspect of things, 

irectors had long before the crisis arrived deemed it prudent to 
curtail local business in that presidency, and to limit the shipments of gold 
from Australiz—precautions, as events have proved, most salutary ; and 
so zealously were their instructions responded to by Mr. Ilbery, the 
‘manager on the spot, that the losses sustained by the bauk during that 
eventtul period were comparatively very small. (Hear, hear.) | The 
Position of our manager at the time alluded to was a most ditiicult one, 
Tequiring not merely a thorough knowledge of his business, which he 
eminently possessed, but great firmness of character and taci, inasmuch as, 
baving large funds at the time alluded to under his control, he was beset 
on all sides for assistance—and many of us know how dillicult it becomes 
to resist such appeals in a small community—he, however, managed to 
steer his vessel, almost uninjured, as [ have stated, throuzh all the shoals 
and breakers that surrounded him, for which he haa had the cordial thanks 
of your director. (Cheers.) 1a Calcutta and otter parts where we have 
‘vanches there has been no excemive speculatios, but the markets have 
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been influenced by the state of the times, and interest on money has for 
many months during the year ruled uuusually low—a state of things 
which has prevailed over the most of the East; consequently very large 
profits could scarcely be expected, but on the whole we have no reason to 
complain of our returns, 

Alter long and careful consideration on the part of the directors, we 
opened, as stated in the report, a branch at Waris, our object being to 
facilitate transactions between the continent of Europe und the East, 
which had long been steadily increasing ; and the working of this branch 
since its establishment fully equals our expectations. (Hear, hear.) It 
will be gratifying to learn that the branch has already been appointed the 
agents of several banking establishments. (Hear, bear.) You will ob- 
serve from our balance-sheet that our property account continues to 
crease ; we have purchased, as mentioned in the report, frechuld premises 
in Paris. There, as elsewhere, the directors have recognised the very 
great advantages the bunk derives from being its own landlord, and that 
property, you will be glad to learn, stands in our books at a much lower 
figure than could readily be realised for it, wherever it is situate. (Hear, 
hear.) As regards the London or home business, it is unnecessary for me 
to say much about the amalgamation, which hus now become an old story, 
further than that we continue to get on most comfortably in every respect. 
One or more of the partners of the old firm are regularly to be found in 
the bank—(hear, hear)—where they have frequently to confer with some 
of their old customers, who as yet do not, strange to say, quite recognise 
the superiority of a joint-stock over a private bauk in transacting their 
business. (Hear, hear, and laughter.) The balance-sheet shows that 
our progress has been satisfactory as regards the increase of deposits, The 
increase of our connections cannot be so easily measured by figures, but 
we may fairly hope that the results will more prominently appear hereafter. 
(Hear, hear.) Before closing it affords me picasure to tell you that our 
business at home and with our branches during the current year has been 
such as to give fair promise for the rest of the year. (Hear, hear.) No 
other point suggests itself to me; but I shall’ be happy to answer any 
question, or furnish any information that may be desired. I shall con- 
clude by moving, that the report and accounts now submitted to the 
meeting, and previously circulated to the shareholders in éurope, be 
adopted. 

Mr. F. Mupnep (deputy-chairman) said, afer the full and lucid state- 
ment of the worthy chairman, it would ill become him to take up tho 
time of the meeting, and therefore he would content himself by seconding 
the adoption of the report and accounts, 

Mr. Montanp said he could not but congratulate his co-proprietors 
upon the result of the past year’s operativns, and no one, he was sure, 
could say that, under the circumstances, the dividend that had been earned. 
was otherwise than highly satisfactory. (Hear, hear.) ‘There were, howe 
ever, two points upon which he should like some littie information, because 
he felt assured that the replies to his questions would be perfectly satisfac 
tory. ‘The first question he would ask was, whether the bank would 
realise from the building purchased in Paris anything in the shape of 
rent; and the second was, what connection the bank had with the Mar- 
seilles Land Company ? 

The Cuainman said the directors considered themselves most fortunate 
in having secured the premises in Paris, because trom all the inquiries 
made, extending over a period of fuliy’ six months, nothing so eligible 
was met with, The directors found that the demand in the shape of 
rent for buildings such as would suit this bank was something fabulous 
they, therefore, determined to make this purchase, and they fully expect 
—in fact they know—that that portion of the building not required for the 
purposes of ihe bank could be rented upon such terms as would enable 
them to sit in that splendid locality for less than one-fourth of,the amount for 
which they could have rented a similar olhce in an equally good site, 
(Hear, hear.) As regarded the Marseilles Land Company, he might 
state that when he first saw the prospectus—and he only did so after pub- 
lication—he was by no means pleased with the manner in which the bank 
was made to appear mixed up with the financial company. The bank 
was simply one of the bankers of the Marseilles Land Company, and 
did not hoid the smallest interest in it. He might add that the account 
was euch that any bank in London would be glad to have. (Hear, hear.) 

A SHAREHOLDER inquired the amount of [uss incurred in Bombay and 
China, and also the amount of profit realised by the Paris branch, 

Mr, MORLAND, ay a proprietor, protested against those questions being 
answered, for the secrets of the bauk must uever be divulged. (Hear, 
hear.) 
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Citataman thought it was perfectly sufficient for the directors to 
state —as they had done in their report—that ail losses had been provided 
for, and that the accounts had been audited by gentlemen whose position 
was a guarantee that everything was implicidly correct. (Hear, hear.) As 
he had said upon previous occasions, their audit was conucted altogether 
differently from general audits, Theirs was a continuous audit, and the 
auditors had at all times every access to all the buoks. ‘Their visits were 
frequent and long, andthe manacr in which they devoted themselves to 
their duties was beyond all praise. (Hear, hear.) 

‘The motion adopting the report aud accounts was then put and carried 
unanimously. 

Upon the proposition of Mr. Bracken, seconded by Sir Gonce Pot- 
Lock, G.C.B., and K.3.L, the retiring directors were re-elected. Upon 
the proposition of Mr. Musiaxp, seconded by Mr. W. ‘I, FawcerT, the 
auditors were re-appointed, Upon the proposition of Mr. P, C. FRENCH, 
seconded by Colouel MacGrouce, voles of thanks were passed to the 
board of directors, to the general manager, to the London managers, to 
the inspector, and to the local committees aud managers of the branches, 
tor their able and satisfactory conduct of the bank's alfairs for the past year, 
and to the auditors for their efficient supervision of the accounts. 

Mr. G. Hay DonaLDson esteemed it a privilege to acknowledge the 
compliment which had been paid to the directors and management. 
There could be no greater encouragement to those entrusted with the con- 
duct of the bank's alfairs than to feel that they possessed the entire conti- 
dence of the shareholders, They had always done their utmost to

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PROPOSED TELEGRAPH ROUTE TO CHINA. 

" Ov every occasion that projected lines of railway and tele- 
graph to the Far Kast have been brought before tho public, the 
practicability of the proposed routes has always been a matter 
moro or less of conjecture ; and until some survey be taken, no 
matter how general in its character so long as it is accomplished 
by competent parties, all such schemes will remain mere paper 
projects. It is too much the fashion for “ fireside travellers ” 
to sit at home and draw lines across a map, pointing out the 
shortest cuts from one place to another, with the most super- 
ficial knowledge of the intervening country—as if by a stroke of 
the pen they could overcome all engineering difficulties, Even 
those who are resident in China, or who have visited the 
country for railway or telegraph purposes, have not based their 
plans upon trial sections or examination of the geographical 
obstacles to be overcome ; but have contented themselves with 
loose statements, obtained chiefly by hearsay from native 
sources, which are not to be relicd on. Hence the public have 
shown no desire to support, or the Government to encourage, the 
proposed routes of communication between India and China put 
forward by Sir Macvoyatp SrepHEeNson from Calcutta, and 
Captain Srrve by way of Rangoon. In like manner the sub- 
marine route proposed by the Anglo-Australian and China Tele- 
graph Company, via Singapore, has met with no encouragementon 
account of the insufficient and uncertain data on which it is 
supported. As far, therefore, as any actual survey is concerned, 
or fresh geographical data is before the public, no advance has 
been made to shape out a more feasible scheme than those re- 
ferred to. Yet tho question of direct telegraph communica- 
tion between China and England by way of India is once more 
the topic of the day amonst the colonists and the press of 
Hong Kong. 

In the China Mail the subject is not only discussed in an 
impartial manner regarding the projects already on foot, but a 
new route is proposed that demands the attention and con- 
sideration of all who have an interest in China and India. 
Instead of following the coast line, or traversing the southern 
provinces, the writer recommends a line through Central India 
and Tibet, into Sze-chuen and the other central provinces to 
Havkow. Judging this proposed route by the same standard 
as the others, on the want of engineering information, it might 
fairly be consigned to the limbo of paper projects. But the 
author of the scheme bases its probable success on political 
considerations, which in this case are of more importance than 
a mere geographical foundation, On this head he discusses 
the proposed lincs through Burmese territory, assuming that 
they could be protected by the King of that country to the 
boundary of his dominions, and asks, “ What is likely to 
“be the further course the electric line must pursue ? 
“Across the frontier from the Burmese forests stretch 
“the forests of Yun-nan, the wildest and least known region 
“of China Proper|;' a land of dense jungle and rugged moun- 
“ tains, inhabited by wild tribes owning scarcely a nominal allegi- 
“ance to the Emperor of Curva, and devastated for years past in 
“its more civilised departmenrts towads the north and cast by 
“ chronic insurrections, which the central Government of the 
“Empire has scarcely a0 much. as endgayoured to repress, 

















“When the distrust of a Government at once feeble and obati- 
“nate is to be counted on, together with the intractability of 
“mountain tribes and the lawlessness of half-civilised 
“marauders, it must be confessed that belief in the completion 
“and maintenance of the enterprise requires both a sanguine 
“disposition and a considerable degree of happy ignorance, 
“For our own part, we refrain equally from professing such @ 
“ belief, and from accepting the likelihood of any trade in the’ 
“direction of Yun-nan, for many years to come, of sufficient 
“value to weigh with our Government in establishing official 
“posts at such places on the frontier as the semi-fabulous 
“ Esmok, and the other cities respecting which enterprising but 
“ill-informed Chambers of Commerce have of late years im- 
“ portuned the Foreign-office.” 

Having shown the political and social difficulties that in alk 
probability would attend the line through the turbulent dis- 
tricts of Yun-nan, the writer goes on to show the favourable 
condition of the central route. And it is worthy of remark 
that, appearing as it does in a Hong Kong journal representing 
the interests of the southern ports in China, it is of more 
than ordinary weight, and evincing # wide and liberal policy, 
“ Our view, then, is that marine telegraphy being yet too little 
“developed to command perfect confidence, and the land line 
“ia Yun-nan being, as we consider, thoroughly impracticable, 
“a third means of transit should be sought for, and may be 
“found in a route traversing Nepaul, ‘Tibet, and the Chinese 
“provinco of Sze-chuen, arriving eventually at Hankow as a 
“central station for the whole Empire, It is not at random 
“that we have selected Nepaul as the region through which the 
“ telegrapic line on leaving British India should firat be carried. 
“The amicable relations existing between the present ruler of 
“that State and the British Government in India is universally 
“known, but the public may not be equally familiar with the 
“fact that the same June Banapoor is also a direct tributary 
“of the Emperor of Curva, and subject, nominally at least, to 
“the control of the Chinese High Commissioners resident at 
“Tibet. So lately as the 29th November last, indeed, 
“the Peking Gazette contained a rescript addressed to one of 
“these functionaries, giving orders in reply to » memorial by 
“the Nepaulese ruler respecting the tribute due in 1867; and 
“so suggestive a fact as this should not be lost sight of.” 
Then, as regards the authorities of Tibet. “The Dalai Lamas, 
“ whose spiritual influence extends from the gates of Peking to 
“the borders of Bengal, have on more than one occasion mani- 
“fested a friendly spirit towards their British neighbours ; and, 
“in any case, with a Chinese High Commissioner at Lassa 
“specially instructed by his Government to advance the nego- 
“tiation, we cannot conceive much difficulty in enlisting the 
“authority of the Budhist Pope on the sido of the elec. 
“ tricians.” 

Under these circumstances the protection of the posts and 
wire might be maintained to the frontier of Sze-chuen, where 
it would pass through a “comparatively tranquil and aub- 
“missive region, urder the authority of the central Govern- 
“ment.” “‘The primum mobile to be acquired, ere the 
“enterprise can in anywise bo commenced, whether through 
“Yun-nan or by any other route, is undoubtedly the consent 
“and co-operation of the Chinese Government.” In this opinion 
we fully concur. Until their sanction is obtained, or a decided 
expression of their views upou the subject, it is just so muck 
time wasted in planning schemes that are merely futile. Action 
on this point shoul be taken by the residents in Chinaymemo- 
rialising the British Minister at Peking to bring the subject 
before Prince Kuna. We are afraid, however, that the most 
influential merchants would not stir themselves in the matter, 
where it would be against their interests to obtain direct tele- 
graphic information pro bono publico, The old leaven of mono- 
polising special information for speculative purposes is not yee 
eradicated, aud we fear that the old firms will give the “cold 
« shoulder” to any project, railway or telegraph, that will inter- 
fere with their self-aggrandisement. This, coupled with the 
jealousy of the Chinese Provincial Governments at any foreign 
innovation that would bring them nearer the central authorities, 
will maintain the barrier of exclusiveness for some time to 
come, Meanwhile it would be advisable that the mercantile 
community in India trading with China brought the question 
before Government, who might possibly entertain it favour- 
ably. Itis to Le regretted that Sit Freperick Bruce did not 
permit Captain Buxiston and Mr. Marquis to proceed to ex 
plore the route as they proposed in 1862, 3 
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THE GARRISON AT HONG KONG. 

Owrxe to the repeated efforts of Colonel Norra, the deplor- 
able condition of the Hong Kong garrison has at length come to 
be recognised as a question of great public importance. By 
reference to our Parliamentary Intelligence it will be seen that 
on the 20th instaot the honourable and gallant colonel moved 
for a select committee to inquire into the late mortality among 
the troops there, the causes which led to it, and the conduct of 
those departments whose duty it is to administer to their 
wants. ‘I'he motion was of couse assented to by the Govern- 
ment; indeed no possible excuse could have been found for 
refusing to accede toit. As Colonel Norra justly said, it was 
no party queatioa—but oue which equally enlisted the sympa- 
thies of members on either side of the House ; and the Com. 
mittee having been granted without opposition we have every 
reason to hope that the matter will have a thorongh and 
searching investigation. Unfortunately, Colonel NortH’s motion 
came on at a very late hour, when the House was dwindling 
away, and a general desire was exhibited to terminate the 
sitting, Had it been otherwise, the debate would probably 
have been better sustained and more light thrown on the sub- 
ject ; as it is however we must wait patiently tho result of the 
inquiry, which necessarily involves some delay. In the 
meantime, it is worthy of remark thet the Marquis of 
Hagrineron distinctly states that no intention ever existed on 
the part of the War-oflice to replace the native troops who 
served in Hong Kong lest year by a British regiment. With 
regard to the truth of this assertion we must leave our readers 
to form their own opinions; for ourselves we are inclined 
to doubt its accuracy. We most distinctly believe that 
it was intended by the War-office to withdraw all native troops, 
as they really did, in order to save the Indian batta allowances ; 
and that what followedhas made them anxious to ignore this 
proceeding, 


OUR RELATIONS WITH JAPAN. 

In our last issue we had the satisfaction of publishing the 
official correspondence respecting the ratification of our treaties 
with Japan, which we consider must set at rest the doubts 
raised by some persons interested in the Japan trade. True, 
tho ratification has been followed by rumours of the immolation 
of the officials connected with the transactions, but this is 
simply a sample of what we have been long accustomed to in 
China. True or uot true, it is next to impossible to ascertain. 
In one of the despatches of Sir HaRRY PARKES it will have been 
Seen that the ‘Tycoon distinctly declines to avail of Earl Rus- 
SELL'’s alternative of opening new ports in lieu of the payment 
of the remaining instalments of the indemnity, and in confirma- 
tion of this we have now the intelligence that the second quar- 
terly instalment of the indemnity, amounting to $500,000, has 
been paid at Yokohama, leaving four payments of similar 
amount to complete the full sum of $3,000,000 stipulated for 
in the Simonoseki convention. We may add, that the whole 
complexion of our official relations with Japan is in a highly 
favourable condition. 





REINFORCEMENTS FOR JAPAN. 

Norwrrastanpine the fatal experience which the War-office 
has gained during the past year in landing troops in Hong 
Kong during the hot scason, we find that they are about to 
Pergetuate it by despatching, per Gresham, to leave on the 
2nd April, a detachment of the 9th Regiment, This vessel 
will, according to the usual passage at this season of the year, 
arrive at Hong Kong about the 20th July, just the very hottest 
time of the year, and, in fact, just in time to take a share of 
the fever, dysentery, and other ills which prevail throughout 
July and August, culminating in the burial-ground which is 
designated as the “ Happy Valley.” Why,these troops, which 
are intended for service in Japan, should be sent to Hong Kong 
‘at all while they could be sent by one of the vessels now load- 
ing for Yokohama direct, is a problem that we cannot solve- 
This we do know, that the cost will be very materially in 


PIRACY IN CHINA. 

Ovr merchants, shipowners, and underwriters will be glad to 
know that we are authorised to state, that the subject of piracy 
in China has been seriously considered by Her Majesty's Go- 
vernment, and with a view to obtaining the immediate con- 
sideration of the Chinese Government, a combined representation 
has been made by all the Treaty Powers on the subject. We 
trust therefore shortly to see that steps have been organised 
for the suppression of this now long-felt curse, Considering 





that we have been instrumental in procuring the collection and 
due payment into the Chinese Treasury of the duties, we think 
a distinct claim is established that our commerce should be 
protected from the depredations of these mosquitoes of the ses. 
With regard to Hong Kong, we observe that cases of piracy on 
board of vessels actually in the harbour are reported, and it 
certainly weakens our claim on the Chinese Government that 
we permit such under our very noses. We hold it to be dis- 
tinctly our duty to keep Hong Kong and its immediate neigh- 
bourhood clear, and we trust soon to hear of the completion of 
arrangements to this end. We feel convinced that nothing 
short of having a gunboat or two at the disposal of the local 
Government will meet the case—in addition to an improved 
police force—and we are glad to know that Mr. Cardwell, the 
Secretary of State has rendered the colony most valuable aid in 
carrying out this project by procuring the consent of Her 
Majesty's Government to permit one-half of the military con- 
tributions, viz., £10,000, to be appropriated towards this object. 
The carrying out of this matter and relieving our navy from & 
repetition of the errors they have committed, through the over- 
zeal of the officers in the service, is well suited to engage the 
attention of Sir Richard MacDonnell on his arrival. A reference 
to our correspondents letter will fully confirm the importance 
of this subject. 


THE SURRENDER OF THE ALLEGED MO-WANG. 

Tue despatch of Mr. Mercer, the Acting-Governor of Hong 
Kong, in reply to the request of the Secretary of State as to the 
allegation made against him in the Daily Press, and brought to 
the notice of Government by Colonel Sykes, has now been pub~ 
lished, and according to this it seems quite clear that the man 
surrendered was one Ho-yu-rTgEN, charged with the robbery of a 
Chinese boat. The identification of Chinese to the satisfaction of 
the European mind is always a most ditficult matter, but ag 
we have stated in a previous issue we think Mr. Mercer used 
every precaution to avoid being imposed on by the Chinese, 
and we quite agree with the Secretary of Srate in acquitting, 
him of any blamo in the matter. The following is an extract 
from Mr. Mrrcer’s despatch :— 

Ina reduced and intelligible form, then, the charges against me are two : 
that the man was wrongfully surrendered, and that I surrendered him. 
knowing him to be the Mo- Wang, Taiping chief. 

The above papers will, I think, show that Ho-yu-teen, the criminal in 
question, was not wrongfully surrendered, and that every legal and other 
precaution was taken against the possible surrender of an innocent man. 

As to bis being the Mo- Wang, ora jing chief, I beg to point out that 
his counsel (for he was defended by a ster), Mr. Pollard, Q.C., 
endeavoured to clicit this in cross-examination, and failed. I also enclose 
extract from a news-sheet published in Canton, in which it is stated confi- 
dently that the said Mo-Wang was killed before Soochow on the 29th. 
November, 1863. 

To recapitulate, the real facts are briefly these :—On'the 22nd April last 
the Viceroy of the Two Kwang made formal demand, under Treaty, for 
the rendition of Ho-yu-teen, charged with robbery from a boat ona certain 
river in Chinese territory, and within Chinese jurisdiction. 

‘The accused was arrested, and in due form, as laid down by Ordinance, 
was taken before the sitting magistrate. 

At the same time, as the Canton authorities had recently complained of 
the discharge of Chinese subjects similarly demanded, I requested the 
Attorney-General to watch the case, the prisoner being defended by. 
counsel, 

Ho-yu-teen was committed on the cha: 
shows, there was no alternative but to han 
owa Government. 

‘This was done, and the British Consul properly notified. 

There the action and control of this Government ceased, and I submit 
that throughout the proceedings every care was taken and all due caution 
observed. 

The following is the despatch of the Secretary of State :— 

1t is shown by the explanation now before me, that a man carrying om 
business in Hong Kong, under the name of How Hoi Low, was claimed 
by the Chinese Government in virtue of the Treaty of Tien-tsin as having 
committed robberies in China; that he was brought before the police 
magistrate in pursuance of the Ordinance, No. 2, of 1852. 

The charge rested on the evidence of two witnesses. How Hoi Low 
was defended by counsel, and although a variety of technical objections 
were raised, it does not appear to have been alleged that he was a political 
refugee, still less that he was the Taiping Mo-Wang, as now stated. If 
the statements which have been laid before Her Majesty's Government 
respecting the mode in which this man was put to death are at all true, it 
must be a matter of great regret that he was delivered to the Chinese Go- 
vernment, and as you are aware, fresh instructions have been issued which 
will prevent such anoccurrence hereafter. But having reference to the terms 
of the treaty under which Mr. Mercer was acting, [ am satistied, afier full 
consideration, that le adopted every precaution in his power to carry the 
provisions of the Treaty of Extradition into proper execution. The man 
was not charged with piracy, which would be justifiable at Hong Kong, 
but with robbery, which brought him within the terms of the treaty. The 
case was pacaet investigated, and there was abundant evidence to support 
the decision of the magistrate. 

I have, therefore, much pleasure in slating that no blame attaches to Mr. 
Mercer in this matter whilst he was administering the Government of 
Hong Kong.

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CEYLON. 

Tus steadiness of purpose with which the resources of Ceylon 
are being developed is well calculated to excite the attention and 
interest of other British communities, if only for the ener- 
gising strength of character contributing to the force of the 
impulsion. In the announced policy and projects of the Go- 
vernment, such as the reorganization of the Works Depart- 
ment, in municipal action and well-considered local combination, 
we havo an earnestness of the rapidity with which past inertia 
is being thrown off. Every impediment that unduly hampers 
political action, will, in like manner, be counted with the 
things that were. Mr. Georcz Watt's representations when in 
England are known to have had an excellent effect in stimu- 
lating official appreciation of the British community in Ceylon, 
and we attribute to the manly course he adopted no small 
portion of that urbanity which marked Mr. CarpweELt's}reception 
of the late deputation of the Ceylon League. The advices 
brought by the last mail from Ceylon as to the prospects of 
the coffee crop have been widely canvassed; and the differ- 
ences of opinion hero very fairly reflect those of Colombo. 
‘Whatever the proportions of the crop, confidence is entertained 
that not only will present rates maintain their buoyancy, but that 
even in face of large arrivals from other quarters prices will 
exhibit an upward tendency. The supply on hand in the prin- 
cipal continental ports on the Ist inst. was actually 5,000 tons 
less than at the same time in 1865, notwithstanding our large 
export European trade, As to augmenting continent) con- 
sumption, the increasing preference for Ceylon descriptions is 
observable, and this added to the demand from the United States, 
and the curtailment of our supplies through direct shipment 
from Ceylon to that country, Australia and elsewhere, renders 
it probable that even were the present Ceylon crop reported 
higher, no apparent effect would be produced on our quoted 
sates. The anticipation of a much increased foreign consump- 
tion is confirmed by the advavce made on previous prices at 
the Dutch sales on the 14th inst. It is worth noting that 
the stock in Holland on the Ist inst. was but two-thirds of 
the amount held at the corresponding period of 1865. Even 
with a superabundant supply of East India descriptions, it is 
little likely that prices would give way to anything like the 
extent witnessed in April of last year. Mindful of the expe- 
rience of that year, which witnesscd an advance of 5s. per cent. 
on many descriptions of coffee in November, and this in view

THE BRINDISI ROUTE, 

WE noticed in our last the convenience afforded by the Italian 
railway companies connected with the Brindisi route. We now 
find that our Government has at last consented to despatch an 
officer to report on the above line with a view to the convey- 
ance of the India and China mails, as it involves a saving of 
nearly three days, and on the completion of the rail over Mont 
Cenis, as also through a tunnel, the time will be further 
shortened. Captain Tyler, R.E., one of tho inspectors of the 
Board of Trade, has been appointed to proceed on this mission. 
It is also announced that the French propose to shorten 
their route between Marseilles and London by about 200 


miles by the formation of ao direct line from Marseilles to 
Calais, 





THE JAPANESE EXCHANGE QUESTION, 

‘The appended letter calls attention to statements made by 
the Hong Kong correspondent of the Daily Telegraph regard- 
ing the Exchange privileges allowed to officials in Japan. The 
inferences deduced by the writer are palpable enough, and 
exactly coincide with those we have already put forward. The 
Ietter comes very opportunely as corroborative evidence of the 
truth of the testimony brought forward by “IcnrBou,” and of 
our own remarks on the subject. The report of Mr. Arbuthnot, 
promised by Mr. Gladstone in reply to Lord Stanley’s motion, 
has not yet been published. 

(T the Editor of The London and China Telegraph.) 
Sin,—It is a somewhat curious coincidence that at the very time I was 
you here on the subject of the Ichibou exchanges to officers in 
H.B.M.’s service stationed or residing in Japan, the Hong Kong corre- 
nt of the Daily Telegraph should have been writing to his prin- 
on tbe same subject, with the-same line of argument, and with the 





same end in view. He writes thus on February Ist (see Daily Te'egraph 
this date under the head of * The Garrison at Hong Kong”) :— 

“ Generals and admirals in this part of the world have a great weakness 
for going to Japan, and of course the salubrity of the climate is eno’ 
account for the propensity ; but it is unfortunate that the arrangen 
the Japanese Custom House should be calculated to throw suspi 
motives which may often be perfectly innocent. The Japanese have es~ 
tablished a scale at the Custom House, in accordance with which they 
give native currency in exchange for dollars at the rate Gxed by the treaty 
to Europeans of the naval, military, and diplomatic services, ‘The rate is 
unfavourable to the Japanese, so much so that a double exchange trans- 
action gives the European a profit of about 30 or 4U per cent. On the 
part of the mercantile community the claim to exchange at the treaty rate 
has been waived by the consuls; but the Japanese have, as I say, estabiished 
a scale in accordauce with which they grant par exchange to officials in 
proportion to their rank. The Oriental idea is, of course, to bribe the 
governing class; but, although I do not wish to hint that English otficers 
and consuls are influenced in their dealings with the Japanese by the privi- 
lege, nevertheless they do take advantage of it to the utmost limit of the 
right conceded. Generals and admirals do not think it wrong to benefit 
by the prevailing custom, but they regularly pass their pay through the 
Yokohama Custom House when in Japan, and tum every three hundred 
dollars into four hundred by this simple process. ‘To me it seems injurious 
to our moral influence on the Chinese and Japanese Governmenis ; but 
some people defend the practice on the ground that the rate is that fixed 
by the treaty, and that the abandonment of it by us—so far as merchants 
are concerned—was a concession on our part. In reality, it could not 
have been kept up. The Japanese Government must have been ruined, 
and the concession was dictated by the necessities of trade, 
old rate is continued to the official class, the native Government is the 
loser, and of course this loss is only accepted because it is under one of 
two impressions—either it thinks that the British ships-of-war would be 
applied to the treasury if the applications of officers were refused, or that 
by bribing them voluntarily it will gain some advantage at the expense of 
the mercantile community.

| long as the aystem goes on, be regarded by the Japanese with much per- 

sonal respect.” 

It is curious, too, that this support of the statements which you have 
published should appear in the same columns which report the assent of the 
Secretary at War to Colonel North's motion for a committee of inquiry, 
and his acknowledgment that “undoubtedly both the house and the 
country, and more especially the friends of those who have perished, ha 
the fullest right to demand investigation and inquiry as to whether the

The Colonial Ojice List for 1866. By W. Rovryson and 
A.N. Brrcs, of the Colonial Office. Harrison, Pali Mall. The 
fifth annual publication of this most useful hand book is now 
before us, with a prefuce dated the 2uth December. We can 
heartily reiterate our former commendation of the mavuer aud 
spirit in which the compilers have carried out the arduous and 
toilsome task they set before themselves. ‘Ihe errors we 
noticed in the volume for 1565 have ail been rectified, aud a 
continuation of similar watchfulness and painstaking care will 
at last render this List accurate and compicte as auything of 
the kind can hope to attain to. The plan of the book is excvilent 
and the arrangement all that can be wished; but a stricter 
editorial supervision is yet requisite to get rid of some remain, 
ing faults, Eutiies of the kind following are rather too 
numerous :— 

Maycock, Colonel J. G.—Adjutant-General of Mil 
May, 1861. Isa Captain Ist Batt. 14th Foot. 

It will be observed that the locality—probably one of the 
West India islands—in which Colonei Maycock holds his 
appointment, is omitted, The Cape of Good Hope seems to 
have received a very insufficient share of attcution, Mr, 
Denyssen still appears in the list of the House of Assembly, 
though he vacated his seat early in 1865, on being appvinted 
one of the Judges of the newly-formed Court for the Eastern 
District, It is clear that to render the book useful to the 
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extent contemplated by the authors, every page should be 
withheld from the press to the latest possible moment. Mr- 
Melmoth Osborn was gazetted on the 9th November last as 
Resident Magistrate for Natal ; but, though his name is duly 
registered in the alphabetical list at the end of the book, it 
does not appear under the head of “ Natal” in the first portion 
of the volume. We could point out other oversights of the same 
class, but have contented ourselves with adverting to two or 
three only, which are just enough to stimulate the evidently 
zealous editors to increased vigilance, and to show those inter- 
ested in the colonies how full to minuteness is the information 
within their reach, and how comparatively few are the defi- 
ciencies to be detected after a severe search. We observe that 
important additions have been made to a most useful and 
indeed invaluable portion of the book, that which, under the 
geographical and historical account of each, gives a clear state- 
ment of the legal constitution of every colony. In times like 
these, when the constitutional question becomes of absorbing 
interest, as in those two great dependencies of the British 
Crown, Victoria and Jamaica, the information afforded by the 
List is peculiarly acceptable, and indeed is nowhere else to be 
met with in a handy and collected form. The various Colonial 
Governments should make it a point of duty to supply the 
compilers with regular announcements of all changes that affect 
the immense mass of appointments and senatorial and official 
positions so laboriously catalogued in this work, for the 
authors are fairly entitled to every aid and assistance that can 
be afforded them in making the Coroxrar-orFice List a perfect 
and unimpeachable record. 

A work that will interest political circles, and probably be 
honoured by frequent reference and quotation, is Mr, A. G. 
Stapleton’s Intervention or Non-Tatercention, a criticism on the 
Foreign Policy of Great Britain from 1790 to 1865. If we 
are not mistaken, the author was in his earlier days Private 
Secretary to the illustrious Canning, and is known to have been 
all his life long a thoughtful politician. His indictment, there- 
fore, against the system pursued for more than a quarter of a 
century by the various Ministers who have directed the course 
of Britain in her European and Asiatic relations is eminently 
worthy of perusal and reflection, Each reader must form for him- 
self an estimate of the force of the writer's argument, which he 
will probably do according to his own preconceived sentiments. 
It_will be enough here to give the author's conclusions, which 
will serve to indicate with some defiviteness his train of reason- 
ing. They are as follows':—“(1.) That the reign of force 
without any real moral antagonist is now established through- 
cut all the four quarters of the globe. (2.) That Great Britain 
is no longer honoured and trusted as she was—her statesmen 
having lost that moral influence which, quite as much as 
physical fear, serves to restrain unscrupulous Governments in a 
career of wrong-doing.”—Belonging to the same grave political 
class is Dr. Herbert Broom’s Constitutional Law, which will be 
found of great service fur consultation by persons holding 
Official positions abroad. It is not .a mere laudatory comment 
on English institutions, but a thoroughly practical work, being 
selection from the Reports of the “leading cases,” by which 
the doctrines of our constitutional law were established ; or, 
which, by attracting the attention of Parliament to the point 
discussed, led to a settlement of the question in dispute. A note 
is added to each case, in which its significance is explained. | 
The arrangement is simple, so that an unprofessional person 
may easily refer to any point on which information is desired.— | 
Mr, A. M’Neil-Caird’s Maury Stuart, her Guilt or Innocence, adds 
another to the innumerable dissertations that have been written 
in defence or accusation of the unfortunate Queen of Scots.

We are introduced to the London Bohemia of painters and 
picture-dealers, and many of his portraits are so sharply drawn 
as almost to justify the assertion that they are individual 
sketches from the life. The feminine delineations in the volumes 
possess the merit always to be found in those emanating from 
Mr. Yates’s studio ; though we must object to the character of 
Margarct Dacre as necdlessly and inconsistently wicked. How- 
ever, the ordinary novei-reader will not trouble himself to in- 
vestigate the reasons for her eccentric course, but will find 
himself carried swiftly forward by the vigour of the style and 
the highly dramatic nature of the various scenes, till he arrives 
at the goal intimated in the title—Sans Meroi, or Kestrels and 
Kiws, by the author of “Guy Livingstone,” is a stronger, 
healthier, and more satisfactory novel than either the one just 
named or “Sword and Gown.” We have laid before us several 
groups of well-contrasted characters, and though the artist has 
embarrassed himself by attempting to work out a double story, 
he deserves much credit for the distinctiveness which he has 
given to each. The women, too, placed on the stage of the 
incidents are all flesh-and-blood, such as one may readily en- 
counter in the world. In fact, the volumes overflow with 
characters and events, and stand out from the common run by 
their redundancy of strength. 

Among the Illustrated publications that have been issued

Clarke's Catechism of the Rudiments of Music; West's Ques- 
tions relating to the Theory of Music; Hamilton's Dictionary of 
3,500 Musical Terms; Hamilton's Modern Instructions for the 
Pianoforte.—The above, all published by Cocks and Co., of 
New Burlington-street, have established for themselves a high 
reputation aa is evidenced by the number of editions they have 
passed threugh. The titles convey a very definite idea of the 
contents of each, and we need do no more to recommend them 
to the use of public or private teachers, or to the self-instructed, 
than to add our commendation of the type, engraving, paper 
and general appearance of the whole of them, in addition to 
their extremely moderate price.

THE EAST INDIAN SQUADRON. 

(March 19th.) Mr. Morrart (Southampton, L.) inquired why a portion 
of the expense incurred by keeping up a naval force on the coast of India 
was not borne by the Indian Government. It was quite true the fleet of 
seven ships stationed there might not be exclusively employed forpurposes 
connected with India, but it was mainly so, and for that reason he thought 
some portion at least of its cost should be charged against the revenues 
of the Indian Government, instead of being wholly borne by the Imperial 
Government.—Lord ©. Pacer remarked that, although the fleet of seven 
ships referred to undoubtedly did duty in behalf of India, they also per- 
formed Imperial duties, He believed Sir Charles Wood had expressed 
the opinion that the requirements of the Indian Government would be 
satisfied by an occasional ship in the Persian Gulf, and another to visit 
the Red Sea. Indeed, if the fleet in that neighbourhood was only wanted 
for the protection of the Indian coast, it would be very small; but he was 
under the impression that at least thee of the vessels composing the East 
Indian Squadron were constantly employed in the suppression of the 
slave-trade in the Mozambique, where it was carried on extensively by 
means of small vessels. The Government had not overlooked the matter, 
but, upon consideration, thought it incdvisable that any charge on the 
account referred tv should be thrown upon the Indian Government. 

MORTALITY OF TROOPS IN HONG KONG. 

(20th.) Colonel NontH (Oxfordshire, C.) rose to move for a select 
committee to inquire into the mortality of the troops in China, the causes 
which led to it, and the conduct of those departments of the Government 
whose duty it was to administer to the wants of those troops. He said as 
the Government had expressed their willingness to grant the committee he 
would make but very few remarks upon the subject, ‘The fact that the com- 
mittee would be granted was prima fucie evidence that he was not about 
to give unnecessary trouble by the ‘motion which he was about to make. 
On the 8h of December last the feelings of the people of this country 
were most painfully excited by a statement in The Times of the deplorable 
condition in which a detachment of the 11th Regiment landed in Japan, 
and of the melancholy state of hea'th of the force at Hong Kong. Feel- 
ing the deepest interest in these unfortunate men, and especially in those 
of the Lith Regiment, in which he commenced his military service, and 
in which he was subsequently adjutant, he communicated his intention to 
his noble friend that as soon as the House met he should move for all the 
correspondence, and for any information which could be given on the sub- 
ject of this deplorable event. It was only fair to his noble friend opposite 
to say that every request which he had made for information in 
connection with the case had been instantly complied with with his 
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al courtesy. The question, he might add, was no party question. 
‘on. gentlemen on both sides of the House had relations and friends in 
he army; but, independent of all such considerations, it was, he thought, 
the duty of the House to bear in mind the interests of a body of men who 
always served with fidelity their Sovereign and their country, and who 
never shrunk from exposing their lives to the unhealthy influences of 
climate or the bullets ofan enemy. As there would be no opposition to 
the granting of the committee, he should merely call attention to two or 
three of the letters contained in the correspondence which had been 
placed in his hands. It opened with a letter from General Guy, the 
‘commander of the forces in China, dated 12th of November, 1864, which, 
after stating his intentions as to the accommodation of the 9th Regiment 
, and pointing out the difficulty of providing for them, closed 
I would therefore request your Lordship’s instructions as to 
isposal of the 2nd battalion 11th Regiment, which by Horse Guards’ 
letter of the 26th August last it is proposed to send to China, as under 
existing circumstances it will be impossible to provide for it in 
this country.” The result of that statement not having been 
attended to, he would presently show. The second battalion 
of the 9th Regiment landed at Hong Kong on the 7th tof February, 
1865, Its strength on landing was 34 officers, 839 men, 47 women, and 
19 children, Within eight months and a-half one officer, 36 men, five 
women, and 23 children—amounting in all to 65 persons—had died, while 
one officer, 78 men, 20 women, and 27 children were invalided, making a 
total, dead and invalided of 193 persons. The second battalion of the 
1th Regiment landed at Hong Kong on the 28th of May, 1865. It 
consisted of 25 officers, 784 men, 54 women, and 92 children, and out of 
number, in the course of only 44 months two officers, 49 men, three 
women, and 48 children, or in all 102 persons, bad died; while three 
officers, 124 men, 16 women, and 14 children were invalided—making a 
total of 259 dead and invalided. ‘That report was made up to the 15th of 
October last, and did not include the Artillery, the Engineers, or the 
Staff. A ship, he might add, was freighted for the purpose of taking 
many of the invalids to England, but on the passage from Hong Kong 
to the Cape, out of the 234 persons who embarked on board the Gresham 
‘81 men, three women, and six children, making a total of 40, died. He 
should, with the permission of the House, read ract from a letter 
dated Capetown, December 18, 1865, which said:— The Gresham left 
Hong Kong on the 13th of October, 1865, with 239 persons on board, and 
arrived at Simon's Bay on the 6th of December, having lost by death 31 men, 
three women, and six children, principally from dysentery, the remaining 
invalids being in a very unhealthy state. The commodore had the troops 
immediately removed from the ship, some, the healthiest, were put into 
huts; some not so well were sent on board Her Majesty's ship Seringapa- 
fam, and the remainder, 21, were sent to the Royal Naval Hospital, of 
whom five men and one child have already died, and there are but slight 





























hopes that any of the others will recover. In consequence of the state of | P' 


debility that many of the men and women were reduced to, and very 
advanced stages of their diseases, it was considered advisable some should 
be left behind. I therefore made a careful selection, and regret to state 
that there we $4 men who did not present any favourable hope of arriving 
in England.” On the arrival of the Gresham and Portsmouth his Royal 
Highness the Commander-in-Chief had ordered a report to be made, with 
the view of ascertaining whether the mortality was attributable to any 
defect in the ship, and the following was the letter of Deputy Inspector~ 
General Innes, dated Portsmouth, February 5, 1866 :— Sir,—I have the 
honour to report that a Board of officers on which I attended was ordered 
by his Royal Highness the Field-Marshal Commanding in Chief to 
‘ascertain whether the mortality on board the hired transport Gresham, on 
her late voyage from Hong Kong to Spithead, is to be traced to any 
of the arrangements on board that ship. The result of a careful 
and minute inquiry into all the circumstances was a unanimous 
finding in the negative. The accommodation for the troops was 
spacious, thoroughly ventilated; the supplies and medical comforts 
good and abundant; the excreta from the sick were Promptly 
thrown overboard, and disinfectants freely used. The ship was 
easy at sea, carrying her ports always open. The soldiers and their fami- 
lies on board expressed the fullest satisfaction with the treatment and ac- 
commodation they had received. ‘Ihe Board ventured to express a high 
opinion of the attention and care displayed by Captain Burland, the 
officer commanding, and Staff Assistant-Surgeon Adams, in medical 
charge. The detailed proceedings of the Board were forwarded to the 
military authorities.” The amount of the deaths and invalidings in those 
two unfortunate detachments was, in the case of the 9h, 193; and the 
11th, 259; making a total of 452 persons—of whom 40 died on the pas- 
sage tothe Cape ; at the Cape, 5; 34 being left at the Cape, as there was 
no favourable prospect of their reaching England. The Ayi.court, he 
might add, was now on ber way home with the remainder of those regi- 
ments, ‘The expense, according to the account which he had received 
the other day as being paid by the Government from China was £29 10s. 
Per head for 235 men, or no less a sum than £6,827, and that merely for 
one detachment. He did not wish to impute to anybody blame in the 
matter, but it was, he thought, the duty of the House to ascertain to what 
cause the frightful mortality to which he had called their attention was to 
be attributed.

(Hear.).—Sir H. Ver- 
Ney (Buckingham, L.), in seconding the motion, thanked the hon. and 
gallant gentleman for the manner in which he had submitted it to the no- 
tice of the House, observing that the officers and men of our army, unlike 
that of other countries, were frequently obliged to spend a considerable 
time away from their homes in unhealthy climates, and that it was the 
duty of the House of Commons to see that the necessary precautions 
were taken to provide for their health and safety.—The Marquis of Han. 
TINGTON, in asenting to the motion, said that the Government, in com- 
mon with the House and the country, deeply regretted the unfortunate 
Occurrences narrated. Undoubtedly, both the House and the country, and 
more especially the friends of those why had perished, had the fullest right 
to demand investigation and inquiry as to whether the causes of 


























that mortality resulted from the action of the Government or that of the 
commanders of the troops. While acknowledging the candid and impar- 
tial manner in which the subject had been brought before the House, he 
must state that he should be pi to deny that these unfortunate 
events had occurred through the shortcomings of the Government. It 
might be said that the matter might have been disposed of in the House, 
and that the question of the responsibility of the Government, or of indi- 
viduals, might have been decided there, but there were ccireumstances 
which rendered it more advisable that the subject should be investigated in 
& committee. In a discussion in that House when the conduct of 
individuals was called in question, assertions were often made and 
rumours were referred to which it might be impossible at the moment to 
deny, but which on further investigation might prove to be perfectly 
groundless, and such rumour and charges could be more properly met. in 
Acommittee than in a debates, So far as he was aware, every one con- 
nected with the Government and with the War Deparment, including his 
noble predecessor, was anxious that the affair should be thoroughly inves 
tigated, and was ready when called upon to state what had passed in 
reference to these transactions. His hon. and gallant friend had said that 
the mortality had occured in consequence of the Government not having 
attended to the recommendation of the General ; but his representations 
were not neglected by the War Department, as two letters in the corre- 
spondence would show. In the first reply of the War-office to General 
Guy he wastold that the distribution of the troops which would remain 
at his disposal in the command between Hong Kong, Kowloon, and Japan, 
was left to his discretion, subject, of course, in the case of Japan, to his 
consulting Her Majesty’s Minister there. A subsequent letter, dated the 
‘23d of March, contained the following more specific instruction ;—“* With 
regard to the difficulty which you anticipate in providing sufficient accom- 
modation for a second regiment at Hong Kong and Kowloon, I am to 
acquaint you that the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty have decided 
on withdrawing the Royal Marines now serving in Japan. There will, 
therefore, be no objection to your sending the 2d battalion 11th Foot on 
its arrival from the Cape, or such portion of it as you may be unable to 
accommodate at Hongkong, to Yokohama, where the climate is better 
suited than that of Chinato the European constitution.” It never was 
intended, as had been stated in the press, to replace the Indian troops who 
were last year serving in Hongkong by a British regiment. What was 
intended was the reduction of the garrison in China, It was thought that 
a force of three battalions was an unnecessarily large one to be stationed 
at Hong Kong, as it was never intended that the force there should exceed 
‘one or one and a half battalion. It was possible the Government might 
be accused of attempting to get rid of some responsibility in leaving the 
matter to the consideration of a Committee ; but if it were thought neces- 
sary afterwards to bring forward a motion impugning the action of the 
War Department, he would then make any statement which he was now 
repared to make. If it were said they were delegating to a committee a 
duty which more properly devolved upon that department—an inquiry as 
to the degree of responsibility that ought to attach to any of the officers of 
the army,—he repeated, as far as he was personally concerned, he was 
quite ready, if it were the wish of the House, to undertake the responsibility 
ofan investigation, After a few words from Colonel NoatTH, the motion 
was agreed to.

The Board of Trade returns for the month of January are of 
a favourable character, the increase in the articles imported 
extending to nearly all descriptions. The total declared value 
of exports for January of the preseut year was £14,354,748, 
against £10,489,339 in 1865, and £10,413,586 in 1864, 
which is an increase of £3,865,409 on the former period and 
of £3,941,162 over the latter. With regard to the exports, 
there has been an increase in alkali, beer and ale, coals and culm, 
cotton yarn, cotton manufactures, haberdashery and millinery, 
linen yarn, linen manufactures, metals, seed-oil, thrown siik, 
silk manufactures, wool, woollen aud worsted yarn, and worsted 
manufactures. On the reverse side the only articles aro 
machinery and British spirits, With respect to imports, there 
has been an increase in raw cotton,’hides, leather manufactures, 
flax seed and linseed, tallow, wool, spirits, unrefined sugar, 
tobacco, and wine ; with a falling oft in clocks and watches, flax 
and hemp, saltpetre, raw silk, woollen manufactures, cocoa, 
coffee, and tea. The returns before us present the following

be some revival of demand. Importers generally are giving support to the 
market, but the great bulk of the samples from the receut arrivals have 
not yet been placed on the market. ‘Ie supplies of the dusty and broken- 
leaf kinds of Congou have been large, and pricee show a decline of 4d. to 
44. per Ib. Fair to good comtnon slow no alteration. In fair flavory 
ikinds there has been but little doing, and prices must be quoted rather 
easier. In good Kaisows the few sales have been at foriner prices. In 
fine to finest there has been scarcely anything doing, Common 
black-leaf Congous have sold rather higher, there being now but 
little to be met with under Is. per Fair qualities continue 
dificult of sale. The good medium kinds remain firm, also fine up to 
23.2 per Ib., but in the finest kinds there have been no sales of import- 
ance. In new-i Canton kinds the mediuin sorts bave been sold at 
public sale at a decline of Ld. to Zd. per 1b. In Oolongs transactions have 
been limited, and prices show a reduction of 1d. to {2u. per lb.
